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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 04/1 9/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,092,120 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 93-105, 113-143, 148-159, 161-171, and 179-195 are allowed. 

3. Regarding claims 93-105, 113-143, 148-159, 161-171, and 192-195, the 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance has been presented in a prior Office 
Action. 

4. Regarding claims 1 79-1 91 , the provision for the combination of limitations of the 
claims is not fairly taught or suggested by the prior art of record as stated in the 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance previously presented in a prior Office 
Action. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Response to Arguments 
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6. Examiner acknowledges the amendment of claims 94, 1 1 5, 1 1 6, 1 1 8, 1 79, and 
183. It is noted that the amendments to claims 94, 115, 116, and 118 were directed to 
minor typographical errors and do not affect the previous allowability of the claims. 
Examiner acknowledges amendments to claims 179-184 in overcoming the previous 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. The newly amended limitations 
reciting the concept of "timely delivery" is fully supported by the Specification (see 
Specification, p. 13, lines 1-6; p. 30, line 20 through p. 31 , line 2) and is clear as defined 
therein. Furthermore, Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 196-202 in 
overcoming the objections to claims 185-191 .
